Poliomyelitis

Diphtheria.  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Couah  Vaccination 

The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  Triple  Antigen  which  contains 
antigens  of  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough.  This  reduces 
the  number  of  injections  necesscry,  which  are  usually  commenced  when 
the  infant  is  about  three  months  old.  The  antigens,  given  combined 
in  a  single  vaccine,  produce  a  greater  protection  to  each  disease 
than  they  would  if  given  separately.
